Georgia has a law under which 
local school boards could sell their 
schools if confronted with an inte- 
gration crisis, Atty. Gen. Eugene 
Cook said Wednesday. 


“The boards probably would sell 
the schools in a showdown,”’ Cook 
declared. 

He said the law, pinpointed after 
an exhaustive search of state law 
books, nullifies the need for fur- 
ther legislative action authorizing 
the sale of schdols.

Cook said a school-selling bill 
which has already been drawn 
will be abandoned. The bill was 
being held by the law department 
for possible introduction in the 
General Assembly in a last-ditch 
fight against integration. 


“We now find that the state al- 
ready has a law which gives lo- 
cal school boards power to sell 
school buildings when they think 
it is necessary,’’ Cook said. “The 
law was enacted in 1919, amended 
in 1937 and 1946.” 


The law is not a segregation 
measure. It is merely a law set- 
ting out the powers of local school 
boards. 


“Under the law, any school- 
house property can be sold by the 
local boards when they deem the 
property is not necessary or con- 
venient for school purposes,’’ Cook 
said.

Selling School Plants . 
Is Not the Way Out 


Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook says it will 
not be necessary to pass additional leg- 
islation to permit Georgia school boards 
to sell school property, including build- 
ings. 

Such a law, enacted in 1919 and 
amended in 1937.and 1946, is already on 
the statute books; It allows boards to 
sell such property if deemed not neces- 
sary for school purposes, 

That this last-ditch resort to escape 
the consequences of the Supreme Court 
rulings @n school desegregation even is 
being considered is deplorable—the 
most: horrifying of all alternatives yet 
put forward. That many communities 
would take this route apparently is in- 
dicated by their votes in support of less 
drastic measures. 

Georgia taxpayers have almost a bil- 
lion dollars invested in school’ properties 
and $275,000,000 in bonded obligations 
for school plants. Such a system, built up 
painfully and at great cost through the 
years, will be abandoned only at an ir- 
reparable cost to the state’s future. 

If we must close or abandon our 
schools, let’s keep ownership of build- 
ings. Better they be used as museums cr 
for other public purposes than that they 
be sold to private interests. Our chil- 
dren must be educated and when and if 
this question is resolved, as it must be, 
why make it necessary again to build ex- 
pensive school plants? - 

Let those who are thus considering 
liquidation of Georgia’s school assets 
think carefully on. the consequences. 
~ That private schools will grow in 


‘numbers and enrollment goes without 


question. But abandonment of public 
education would mean no school oppor- 
tunities for many thousands of students.

The latter were 
stronger and have typed the unit- 
ed church, so that it is popularly 
called, the Baptist Church. 


The people of these churches 
were most brotherly to us. In 
Leningrad is a congregation which 
conducts five services each week. 


What of the relationship be- 
tween these Baptists and the Rus- 
sian Orthodox Church? There are, 
of course, acknowledged theolog- 
ical differences. They point out 
that representatives from both 
churches made up the party of 
Russian churchmen who visited 
the United States recently. ‘“We 
attend each other’s churches, and 
are united to fight for peace.”’

An NBC college course on Atomic Age Physics will 
be given credit by Emory University this year in the 
first such cooperation of a rr with television 
in the Atlanta area. 


The course is similar to other 
“Sunrise Semester’ educational 
experiments in the country, and 
will be carried by WSB-TV from 


6:30 a.m. to 7 a.m. Mondays 
through Fridays, beginning 
Oct. 6.
